Mr. Dawsett hes just returned from 
a visit to Alrica, during which le 
spent six months travelling many 
thousands of miles between Italian 
Somaliland, Abyssinia; the Soudun, 
and the Cape, He ‘told to a Daily 
Chronicle representative recently the 
story of his escape frofn death. 

It, happened in a Uganda—forest, 
whe Mr. Dowsett, with a companion 
and two natives, had tracked down a 

[herd of elephants; They tramped a 
mile through grass 12 feet high, and 
a further three miles into the bush, 
Hidden behind a bush, Mr. Dowsett 
was preparing to take photographs of 
the herd, when the beasts :cented the 
party, and made straight for them. 
: SURPRISE ENCOUNTER, 
Mr. Dowsett shot the leader dead, 
and fled for cover, but,. mistaking the 
‘| directions of the native chief, he took 
the wrong direction, and ran jnto a 
big bull elephant belonging to » herd 
that had come up bebind the hunting 
-| party. 

With a sweep of his trunk,’ the 
elephant knocked him down und 
turned round to trample him to death, 


the animal, but be was not yet out of 
danger. : 

Again the elephant timed, and 
rushed straight at, him, and this 
time Mr. Dowsctt wag knocked off 
his legs, Lying flat on the ground, 
he could see the elephant’s long 
tusks just over his head, end his 


ouring to pick bir up. 


ed up to rush for cover. . 
ELEPHANT SCARED, 

Instead of pursuing’him the cleph- 
ant tured round and dashed ‘wildly 
off in the other direction, as if he had 
had a terrife shock. 

“That elephaut must lave seen a 
vision,” said Mr. Dowsett. 

“Ie is mort remarkable for an 
clophant: fo dash away alter once hav- 
ing begn scented his prey, and the 
native. chief who witnessed the in- 
cident could hardly believe his eyes. 
Ue thought that vothing could save 
nue. 

“In fact. my. escap: was so 
miraculous to the natives thut several 
chiefs immediately came from long 
Gistances to ofler me their congratula- 
tions.” 

In spite of his narrow. escape, Mr. 
Dowsett still retuined his nerve for 
big game shooting, and not very long 
afterwards he shot’ two hig hip- 
pop: tami,’ 

He has been told by other big game 
hunters of long experience that his is 
the most remarkable escape from an 
elephant on record.

\-On December 31-the P. & O..Com- 
pany. will celebrate the 83rd anniver- 
sary of its incorporation by Royal 
Charters, 

Curiously enough, Ireland and Scat- 
land may be said to have produced’ 
the P. & O. In 1829, a small paddle 
steanier,, the ‘ William Fawcett,” 
with a gross tonnage of 296 tons, was 
launcied for the’ City of Dublin Steam 
Packot.2o., for the conveyance of mails 
to and from Ireland te Engand. In 
1835, Scotchman, Mr. Brodie 
M’Gregor Willcox, assisted by a Mr. 
Anderson, commissioned the “William 
Paweett” and the “ Iberia,” given by 
the latter gentleman, for service on the 
Falmouth:to Lisbon mi. Thus it 
came about that the Peninsular Com- 
pavy was formed. From these two 
new crafts, the P. and 0..Company 
sprang, the original capital and 
directors being largely formed by the 
City of: Dublin Steam Packet Com- | 
pany. which claims to be the father 
of the P. and O, Company. 

it was not until 1839 that the mail 
service to Egypt was inaugurated and 
it was then that the word “Oriental ’” 
was added. : : 

SERVICE TO INDIA. AND CEYLON. 

The tirst steamer sent to India by 
the Company was the “Hindoostan "a 
vess¢} oi‘ 1,800 tons and. 500 horse 
power. Tke route was via the Cape: 
and the departure of the ships was 
then regarded in the light of 2 national 
event, Cther steamers spredily fol- 
jJowed. and towards the end of J844 
the Company found itself in a posi- 
tion to undertake a mail service ex- 
tending from ‘England to Alexandria 
and from Suez to Ceylon, Madras and 
Calcutta. together with o further ex- 
teusion from Ceylon to Penang, Sing: 
apore, Hongkong, and Shanghai. 
Whot all this meant few present day 
readers will und?rstand, 

The difficulties connected with the 
establishment of what wag then, and 
for many years after, known as the 
overland route, had been rapidly 
overcome, The necessary capital for 
a nvvel and arduous undertaking had, 
after considerable trouble, been found. 
For many ‘yeats antecedent to the 
vonstruction’of the Railway from’ 
Alexandria to Suez, the .important 
and valuuble traflic developed by the 
Company. was carried through - Egypt 


in a primitive manner, As Sir 
Thomas Sutherland has _ point- 
-ed cut, the Madhmondich° canal 


enabled the company {o transport 
their goods and passengers from the 
“Nile,” whence they proceeded by 
steamer to Cairo and the Jand portion 
of the juurney was from Cairo to Suez, 
through the desert, a distanceof about 
100 miles. The journey, it may be 
added, made’ up’ in picturesqueness 
what it lacked in comfort. ‘ 

As regards the transport of mer- 
chandise, the difficulties were great, 
indeed. A single steamer’s load be- 
tween Cairo and Sdez had’to be tran- 
‘sported by caravans, numbering 
about 3,000 cemels.

MAN WHO LAID HONGKONG 
CABLES.

Commodore Edouard Suenson, who 
died at Copenhagen on September 21, 
was born on July 26, 1842, and was 
a-son of the Jate Admiral Syensen, 
iknown to the outside world through 
his skilful handling of the Danish ficet 
in the paval battle off Heligoland dur- 
ing the war of 1864 between Denmark 
aud Germany. ‘After having attained 
the rank of Lieutenant.in’ fe Danish 
Navy, Suenson served three years in 
the French Navy, taking part in the 
French expedition to the Far Bast 
against Korea, after whicli lic. was, 
on his return to Denmark, appoint- 
ed Naval Attache to the First: Sea. 
Lord of the Danish Admiralty ;. but 
when in 1870, the Great Northerh 
‘Chins and Japan Extension Tele: 
grah Co. was formed—later ott 
amalgamated witb ‘the present com-
